The following facts are taken from • 


letter written by on* of the best Ann** 
man correspondents, and describes what 
has been done and what must be done for 
the Armenians in the largest field of des- 
titution, that which receives relief from 
Harpoot as a dlstribnting centre. It con- 
tains 100,000 souls who are in need of re- 
lief. Some $113,635 have been distributed 
to about 60,000souls. This gives to each, 
soul about 12.25. Unas kept them alive, 
nothing more. > 


The Relief Commission has given food, 


clothing and bedding, a few tools, and, to 
some, u little capital to start them in bus- 
iness, but the funds at their disposal have 
been too scanty toallow them to supply 
the needs of tfie -people at all adequately. 


Belief money has not built any houses 


for the sufferers. They have huddled to_ 
gether in stables and in the corners of 
half ruined booses. The Government Re- 
lief Commission has estimated that $272,* 
723 are needed to build shelters for the 
people whose houses are burned, allowing 
only five Turkish pounds for each house. 


But if no houses are built this summer 


the coming winter will find them twice 
vi one off than they are now. Hoolou, 


/ 
formerly the largest and wealthiest-village 
on the-Harpoot Plain, contained three 
large and fine churches, belonging to the 
Gregorian', the Protestant and Roman 


"' 
Catholic communities. The houses of the 
Tillage were well built, two stories high 
and containing many rooms. But the 
ruin of the village has been complete. 
With infinite pains the destroyers fired 
the houses, nsing petroleum to make sure 
of their work. 


Another sight as sad as ths ruined 


houses Is that of the fields lying fallow. 
ID some respects this Is a sadder sight 
because if these fields are not plowed 
within twenty days, before the rains 
•wholly cease, the ground will become dry 
•nd hard, so that it cannot be plowed 
and no seed will be sown in the fall. 
There will be no harvest next year and 
that means starvation. 


Th» crying need of the people now Is 


•cattle to till their fields. Without these 


tbe future offers them no prospect of relief 
from their wretchedness and misery. 


Relief money has supplied them with a 


•canty supply of the simplest food. Three 
times during the winter and spring relief 
has been distributed to the villagers. Now 
tbe money Is exhausted, and for a month 
no relief has been distributed. Many of 
tbe people are again on the verge of starva- 
tion. 


The villagers are in extreme need, 


while If relief should be cut off from the 
cities such as Malatia, Arabkir and Palu 
multitudes would die in a short time. 


It is said that tbe sensibilities of Chris, 


tian people in America and Europe have 
become deadened by hearing so much 
about tbe sufferings of the Armenians, 
and they are no longer interested in them. 
Certainly the funds for relief no longer 
come in as formerly. 


Humanity is being tried and tested. For 


humanity's sake alone it is the duty of 
every man, whether he be called a Jew 
or Christian or Moslem to be interested in 
the succor of those in such dire distress. 


AT BRYAN'S HOME, 


he City of Salem, IlL,Goes Wild Over 


the Silver Plated Can- 


didate.

SALEM, III., July 15,-It is doubtful if 


the natives of this town ever before al_ 
lowed their enthusiasm to bubble over to 
such an extent as they did today. The 
•corehlns; July sun had scarcely appeared 
•bore the horizon when the town was 
•haken by the thunderous cannonading 
•f anvils, which occurred at regular inter- 
vals from sunrise till noon. 


This discharge of blacksmiths' artillery 


•roused the people to an unusual state of 
activity. Wagon loads of people came in 
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from 
the 
surrounding; country 
and 


crowded Salem's streets, and excursion 
trains brought crowds from neighboring 
towns to take part in the celebration this 
afternoon and evening In honor of Win. 
J. Bryan, the Democratic nominee for 
President, who first saw the light of day 
thirty-six years ago today -in sleepy 
Salem. 


In response to a proclamation issued by 


the Mayor all the business houses were 
draped in bunting and decorated with 
flags and portraits of Bryan. Nearly all 
the dwellings were decorated with pat- 
riotic emblems, flowers and sprigs of 
evergreen. 


The ladies of the town displayed their 


loyalty by appeared in white dresses with 
red and blue sashes and white caps on the 
visors of which was printed in silver let- 
ters "Win. J. Bryan." 


The people gathered at the court house 


square two hours before the demonstra- 
tion began. On the platform along with 
the speakers, who had been Invited from 
all parts of tbe state to participate in the 
general rejoicing, were the Mayor and 
council of the city and other distin- 
guished citizens. F. M. Kagy, who grad- 
uated in the class with Bryan, presided.

C. W. Jackson, one of the nc» 
fortunate men attacked by the union 
crowd, received no less than fifteen cuts 
on his face and body and three of his ribs 
were broken. 


For a time the police who were greatly 


outnumbered by the strikers were unable 
to cope with the mod. Finally however 
they were reinforced and succeeded in 
driving the enraged strikers back and 
rescued the non-union men.

OSWSGO, July 15.—One hundred years 


ago thii morning the lut union jack fly" 
lag on American soil was lowered at Fort 
Ontario, »nd-that pott, the last to be 
evacuated by the British, was yielded to 
the Americana. The event is being cele- 
brated today on an elaborate scale. 


Many prominent persons are here to 


make the affair a success. Military circles 
are represented by Major Gen. Nelson 
Miles, Col. Snmner, Commander Smith, 
Col. Thomas Ward of Qen. Rutger's staff 
and General Porter. 


Fully 20,000 visitors are in the city, 


prominent among them being senators, 
assemblymen and mayors 
of various 


cities in the state. Six excursion trains 
from Canadian points arrived this nom- 
ine. 


The parade embraced the entire 9th U. 


S. infantry, Col. Lyster commanding, the 
9th Infantry band, the Rochester naval re- 
serves and separate companies from Troy 
Elmira, Binghamton, Mowhavrk, Utica, 
Auburn, Rochester and Oswego. 


The Fifth Battery of Syracuse was in 


line with seven cannons, eighteen G. A. B. 
posts, seven bands and many local civic 
organizations participated. General Miles 
was the reviewing officer and General 
Porter delivered the oration at Fort On- 
tario this afternoon.

THE ARMY WORM. 


It Is Making Serious Trouble In Some 


Places In Berkshire, 


TIMre appears to be no doubt that the 


pest winch has struck prosperous farms 
on the Dalton road and in that vicinity is 
too genuine army worm, which is creat- 
ing inch havoc throughout Western Mas- 
sacbitsetts and elsewhere. The farms of 
W. R Uoble and Mrs. Thomas Allen feave 
alresfdy suffered •considerably and lively 
efforts are being made to stop the advance 
of taie crawlers. Deep furrowing is gener 
era'lly resorted to, leaving a perpendicu- 
lar bank guarding the field which is to be 
protected. The worms are mast of them 
unable to climb, but fall back and are 
later killed by burning; or dragging a 
heavy log through the furrow. Hay and 
grains aie being rapidly harvested, and 
all possible precautions taken meanwhile, 
Th4 pest is even mere disastrous in the 
south part of the county, according to re- 
ports, and 'Uas finally invaded the aristo- 
cratic Lenox places, where great sums 
will be expended in its extermination. So 
far as known, this is the first visit of the 
worm to Berkshire county.

They rendered* medley of lively 
airs, after which Edward Farrell sang a 
song, "The Holy City," which he ren 
dered so effectively at the graduating 
exercises of St. Joseph's school. 
Past 


Grand Master Higgins was then intro 
duced and delivered a very interesting 
and instructive address on the character- 
istics and work of the order. 


Mr. Htffcliu' Addr«». 


Mr. Higglns said in part: Many ask, of 


what use are these fraternal insurance 
organizations? 
There are the old line 


companies, why do they not answer every 
purpose? These old companies are solid 
and we are not sure of these fraternal 
orders, some say. 


To show the necessity of protectiiig 


one's family Mr. Higgins said that only 
five out of every 100 men who die in ibis 
state leave their families properly pro- 
vided for. This shows the need of insur- 
ance of some kind, and what the average 
man wants is insurance that will protect 
his family without being a burden to 
himself. When a young man marries he 
agrees to protect his wife, but it is hia 
duty also to provide protection for the 
possible widow. When he realizes this 
he begins to ask himself what kind of 
insurance to take. If he is working for 
fl.50 a day he can't stand the rates of the 
old line companies, and he finds upon 
Investigation that fraternal protection i-. 
the thing for him. When you go into 
this sort of insurance you don't expect to 
get a dollar out of it, but simply to pr >- 
teot your wife and children at cost. 


The A. O. U. W. is not the only goer: 


fraternal insurance organization, but vre 
claim it is the best, said Mr. Higgins, and 
why? First because it Is the largest, e.n, 
we all know that In numbers there is 
strength. There are today over 380,TOO 
members in the order and 5,500 lodges 
scattered through every state in the Un!ou 
except Vermont, where the laws are such 
that the order cannot enter. Second, it 
is the oldest order of the kind, having 
been in existence for 28 years, and it furn- 
ishes protection cheaper than any other 
solid organization. 


Mr. Higgins then spoke of the peoulur 


system of the order, of its separate juris- 
dictions and level assessments, the latter 
meaning that each member is assessed 
alike regardless of age. The speaker de- 
voted considerable time to these two feat- 
ures of the order and made out a strong 
case in favor of them both. 
Separate 


jurisdictions guard one section of the 
country against losses in another, and 
here m healthy New England this is cer- 
tainly a great advantage. 
This arrange- 


ment is also a safeguard against careless- 
ness in medical examinations if such are 
permitted in auy quarter. 


What the speaker had to say on the sub- 


ject of level assessments was very inter- 
esting. Most, if not all, of the other fra- 
ternal orders grade the assessments ac- 
cording to the ages of members, feeling 
that they thereby make the thing abso- 
lutely fair, but the figures show that men 
who enter these ordeis at U>o age of forty 
years are liable to pay as many assess- 
ments as younger men. Young men are 
more unsettled and inclined to change, 
and, moreover, they are liable to pass a 
good examination though tainted with 
hereditary disease, while the man who is 
found sound when past 30 is really a bet. 
ter risk than a younger man. However, 
the supreme lodge has adopted a classified 
rate for the benefit of some jurisdictions 
which have got into bad condition, but 
they are not in force in New England. 


In reply to the assertion of sceptics that 


"the order is doing well now, but it can't 
last," Mr. Higgins called attention to the 
fact that fraternal insurance is no new 
thing. It has existed in England for over 
seven centuries, and, taking the average 
cost of insurance in all of the societies 
that have existed there in that time, it 
has been only f 10 a year on f 1,000. The 
speaker thought this was a sufficient an- 
swer to the claim that fraternal insurance 
can't last. 


Mr. Higgins also spoke of the charity 


fund, which is used to assist worthy mem- 
bers when in hard lines after their lodges i 
have done all they can for them. He said 
the order believed not only in protecting 
a man's family, but the man himself, and 
told of a case in which a member was paid 
f25 a month for about two years. When 
he died tUs funeral expenses were Ibid 
and then his widow received the full 
amount of his insurance. 


Mr. Higgins closed by speaking of the 


Benefit association, which enables a 
member of the. order to carry an extra 
f 1,000 of Insurance at a very small cost, 
about f5 a year. 


The address was delivered in si very 


pleasing style and was heard with the 
closest attention. The speaker was heart- 
ily applauded when he took his seat.

At the close of the addrets sociability 


was in order. Sandwic hes and lemonade 
were served and the supply of good 
cigars which had been tree throughout 
the evening, was (till further drawn upon. 
Further entertainment was also provided

District Deputy A. A. Wills 
made a few remarks and submitted* some 
very significant figures regarding the 
work of the order. 


The evening was p leasantly passed by 


all present, and North Adams lodge cer- 
tainly has reason to be proud of what it 
has accomplished since its organization 
two jears ago.

ONE OF THE APPALLING POSSIBILITIES 


IN FREE SILVER. 


How any sane man, with any knowledge 


of the law of supply and demand and with 
any acquaintance with the history of the 
troubles of every nation that has cheap- 
ened its money in times past for just such 
purposes as the silver men now hold, can 
uivor or countenance the idea of free sil- 
ver is inexplainable to ns. 


The panic possibility in the event of free 


: liver coinage is nothing less than appal- 
ing. It looms up dark and ominous like 
aome great national disaster. Let tbe sil- 
ver advocate consider lor a moment this 
panic danger. 


Supposing free-silver coinage was de- 


clared and this government was to an- 
nounce to the world that its debts and it* 
credits alike could be settled henceforth 
at silver prices—53 cents on a dollar. 
What would be the result? Jnst what has 
happened time and again when cheap 
money has been taken up in this country 
snd in other countries. Every obtainable 
dollar of gold would be forthwith ex- 
ported to settle the enormous adverse bai- 
nnce of the securities other nation* would 
bend back to us. Europe has hundreds of 
millions it would send the moment free 
silver might triumph. The yellow meta1 
would rise to a premium regulated only 
by the necessity of procuring it in large 
hums for export and the disposition to 
hoard it as the only safe money in the 
country. This exhaustion of our stock Of 
told through payments to our foreign 
creditors would Itave us with no othe* 
procuiable coin legal tender than the sir 
ler dollar; and thus we should be hope- 
lessly precipitated upon the single »ilver 
basis, and the depreciation of silver would 
be measured by the premium on gold. 


"The imagination ahrinks," says the 


editor of the ablest New York nnancia: 
journal, '-from the sickening spectacle o1 
the condition of domestic commerce and 
finance \vhich must attend and long sue 
ceed this destructive disruption of our 
foreign financial relations. The reality 
indeed, would far exceed anything the 
anticipation could foreshadow. 
What 


would be the wreckage of our banking 
and credit systems, represented by $3,275,- 
000,000 of assets, all thrown into conlu- 
sion; by *3,175,000.000 of loans and dis- 
counts, placed in suspense and unrenew" 
able when liquidated; by J2,900,000,000 of 
private deposits, the payment of which, 
would be thrown into uncertainty; bj 
:300,000,000 of legal tender assets, the re- 
demption of which would be suspended ? 


"Where, again, would our savings banks 


stand, with their £1,810,000,000 of deposits, 
representing the savings of 4,'!00,000 citi- 
zens of small means? Can any apprehen- 
sion overestimate tne disorganization of 
business and the ruin of credit that would 
attend such disruption of our whole finan- 
cial system? The unprecedented bank 
panic of 1S93 would be the veriest trifle to 
the banking and monetary crisis incident 
to the introduction of tree coinage.

°^~ THINKS THE MOON IS SAFE. 


Its Secret* Will Not B» Revealed by tnt 


Bis; Farl< Teluoope. 


George Manville Fonn, in a letter to the 


London News, has this to'say about the 
great Paris telescope now making at Paris, 
and which, according to recent stories, is 
to show "the moon one ynrd off:" 
'I have read wl{»i much interest the ar- 


ticle of yonr Paris correspondent bearing 
the above heading, from the fact that for 
the past two years I have been oswriment- 
Ing upon the possibility of prmluolng a 
telescope or optic glass of far greater pow- 
er than anything we have at present on the 
way. 


'•Now, M. Delouole's venture for the 


Paris exhibition certainly sounds big, but 
upon carefully going over your correspond- 
ent's report it seems to me — perhaps 
wrongly—that the learned Frenchman is 
not about to eclipse the Mount Hamilton 
glass; neither will he equal the larger in- 
strument being set up at Chicago. These 
ore refractors pure nnd simple, but with 
all the resources of the glassmaker brought 
to bear in producing the most perfect 
lenses. 


"We read nothing of the kind with re- 


gard to M. Deloccle's instrument. We are 
told of a huge disk of glass nearly 7 feat in 
diameter, but upon your correspondent'* 
showing this la not to form either the ob- 
jective for a refracting telescope or n mir- 
ror for a reflecting telescope, but a plane 
mirror to use on the priqslple of a Bidero- 
Bt«t, while the lenses of Tlint and crown 
glass, which form the true telescope, are 1 
meter 35 centimeters In Hfimeter—that is, 
about that of the CmVa'go glass, whose 
power it cannot possibly equal, from the 
loss of light caused by the moon's jaya be- 
ing reflected from his plane mirror through 
his huge tube—that is to say, the rays are 
received secondhand—from the reflector. 
Instead of primarily from the planet, as in 
the case ol all great refracting telescopes. 


"From the above circumstances the 


Image to be produced must be fainter upon 
M. Deloncle's principle, and he proposes to 
weaken it still more by casting the image 
upon a Hcreen instead of directly upon the 
retina of the observer's eye. For popular 
visual purposes M. Dolonole's instrument 
will doubtless be a, succc*" but it will only 
prove BO from the spectaoHar point of view 
—to ainuHe an audience. Its scientific val- 
ue will be nil, while its cost seems to we 
absurd. I venture to think that upcm my 
own principle I could produce^ ten times 
the effect at n tithe of the amount. If ] 
am wrong, a couple of years' thoughtful 
experimenting have been in vaii£lr

Perhaps Lord Dnffer- 
in's greatest merit Is "that he has an in- 
stinctive eye for the line of,least resistance, 
which he has always followed with the ease 
and gayety of a well bred Irishman, H» is 
not a wit, but he says pleasant and point- 
ed things at the right time to the right 
people.

'Going to the road race" was the ana- 


wering cry of the bicyclists Tuesday eve- 
ning as they filed in rows over Furnace 
hill between 7 and 7.30 o'clock. For half 
an hour the clouds of dust which arose 
rom the highway on West Main street 
signified that something out of the ordi- 
nary was going to happen, and by 7.30 
o'clock a crowd numbering nearly 400 had 
assembled on the state road in the neigh- 
borhood of the Oreyiock store, covered 
vith dust and full of anticipation. 
Th« cause of the gathering was thft 
bird, bicycle handicap road race which 
WHS held under the auspices of the Asso- 
ciation Wheelmen, an organization con- 
lected with the Y. M. C. A. That the 
•ace was to be successful was evident by 
the interest which was everywhere mani- 
fest. Bicyclists were grouped about dis- 
using the probable result, riders were 
natrohng the course to warn drivers to 
teep to the side of the road, psople were 
sitting on porches where they might see 
be finish from a vantage p»int and teams 
were ranged along the sides of the road 
for some distance. After the time for the 
start had passed all eyes were turned up 
the road, toward Williamstotrn and to the 
anxious watchers the moments seemed to 
fairly drag by. 


A shout was heard from a party of 


cyclists stationed at a turn in the road 
about 300 yards from the finish, and the 
approach of the racers thus heralded 
caused additional tension of the nerves. 
The usual cry of "All get back" was on 
every tongue and amid shouts the firs* 
bunch of riders crossed the line. 
Frank 


Watson made a beautiful spurt within 
twenty yards of the white line and fin- 
ished the winner. 
Daniel Wells, Jr., 


came next and was closely followed by 
Day Brown of Adams. The other riders 
were in a bunch in the rear and but a 
short distance away. 
Rossman was the 


last man to finish, but he had dropped 
out of the race after about two-thirds the 
distance bad been made. The crowd 
closed in upon the track and congratu- 
lated the winners and heard the details of 
the race from the riders. Watson's time 
was 6 minutes; Wells', 6.02! Brown's 6.04. 
The course is about two and one-quarter 
miles and the time wai considered very 
good. 


The start was made at the Markham 


residence at 7.39 o'clock and the riders got 
off in the following order: 46 seconds start, 
Ambrose Powell, Archie FewUr; 
30 


seponds, Howard Underwood, W. L. Pratt 
15 seconds, Frank Bartlett, (Day Brown; 
Frank Rossman, Daniel Wells, Jr., Frank 
Watson; scratch, F. O. Vadnais, Joseph 
Jarvie. 


The handicapped riders became bunched 


shortly after the state road was reached 
and remained together until within a 
short distance of tbe finish, when the 15 
seconds men forced ahead. Jarvie and 
Vadnais were practically out of the race 
from the start, as the clouds of dust made 
by the rider* in front of them noade it 
hazardous for them to ride at full speed. 
At times they were unable to set more 
than twenty-five feet in front clearly. 
The course was kept clear of teams and 
pedestrians, and bicyclists gave the riders 
every chance possible. 


The race was very satisfactory and 


demonstrated conclusively the advantage 
of a straightway course, both on account 
of the lessened danger to the riders and 
as the means of making better time. The 
next race will be held within a fortnight, 
and still another, and what is believed 
will prove a better arrangement will 
probably be made. The change will be 
in the course and by it the riders will 
finish at tbe starting point. The course 
will be from the Greylock store to the1 
end of tbe state road, around a stake and 
return. By this means the spectators 
will be able to see both the start and 
finish, arri the annoyance from dust will 
be avert d. 
The oil cia s of the race were: Beferee, 
Becrctcu.i Lovejoy; starter and hand!- 
capper, Kalph M. Dowlin; timer, Henry 
Robinson. The prizes were: First silver 
shaving cup and brush; second, Wirl 
fountain pen; third bicycle name plate.

Watson's admirers were both pleased 


and surprised by his performance. He 
wns known to be a good long-distance 
rider, but was never considered much at 
spurting. 


The handicapped riders set a rapid pace 


and to the surprise of everybody were 
able to maintain it to the finish, a fact 
which rather disconcerted the scratch 
men. 


Rossman had been looked upon as a 


possible winner and his dropping out of 
the race was unexpected. He has the 
material for a good road rider, but need* 
training, something he has neglected. 


Jarvie and Vadnais were both favorites, 


out the pace maintained by the riders in 
front, together with the dust, shut them 
out of the race. 


The riders and the bicyclists are in' 


debted to drivers for keeping off from the 
course during the race. This departure 
shows an increasing interest in tbe events 
which is encouraging. 


The race demonstrated one thing clear1 


Iv, and that is the additional advantage 
which tbe handicapped riders have over 
the scratch men. 
During the intervals 


in starting, tho different sets of riders 
who start ahead are able to get under a 
headway which is bard to reduce. If the 
riders were handicapped by distance in- 
stead of by time the distance would be 
very noticable. In such a short run the 
suggested change might be found to be 
more satisfactory in results 


Bartlett, while not in the front at the 


finish, was in tbe bunch of riders cjose at 
tbe heels of the winners. That he stayed 
Ic the race as be did is to his credit, and 
his friends were pleased with his riding. 


The road races will probably result in 


bringi«S about a county road race or an" 
other leiay race. The relay race which 
was helfl two vests ago was interesting 
and instructive, and now that therotrds 
are in better condition and the bicyclists 
have become more speedy, a race could be 
rranged which would be even more in- 
teresting than the first one.

A ONE MAN FARM. 


It Is In New Bampihln, and Rural New 


Tcrrker Tells About It. . 


In an exhaustive article on a one man 


New Hampshire farm 
Rural ' New 


Yorker relntes the following interview: 


Our friend states that he keeps no 


hired man. When asked to etate what 
live stock can beat be handled without 
hired help, he replies: "My individual 
preference is for sheep and horses. I 
keep a good sized, well bred (stallion, 
which is an ideal road horse and does 
enough work on the farm to pay for his 
keep twice over, leaving all service fees 
clear profit. In Addition, there are gen- 
erally eight or ten other horses, brood 
mares and colts, some of my own and 
some bounders. Six or eight horses kept 
during the winter, at prices which city 
owners are quite willing to pay for the 
care of their carriage and road horses, 
vrill bring in more money than twice 
that number of cows kept the entire 
year and with less than a quarter of the 
labor. 


"There is kept a small flock of sheep, 


anywhere from 25 to To, bred to lamb 
early, so that all grade lambs and oth- 
ers not fit for breeders may be disposed 
of before the sheep are turned to pasture. 
Two or three cows are kept as needed. 
This amount of stock can be cared for 
by one man if accommodations are suit- 
able—warm,,dry quarters, as many bos 
stalls as possible and sunny, sheltered 
yards for exercise. - The sheep at lamb- 
ing time need ,close attention early and 
late, bnt' the rest is easy. In summer 
the boarders are gone, mares, colts and 
cheep are in pasture, the cows come to 
barn night and morning to be fed and 
milked; and the day i» free for work in 
the fields. 


"The sheep now kept are pnre bred 


DoTse'tB, and I hope soon to have noth- 
ing bnt pure bred Jerseys for cows. I 
use nothing bnt pure bred males, and 
the best obtainable. Good females are 
also necessary to keep up the quality of 
theetoek." 


Improved Hog Trongh. 


One of the meet unpleasant features 


of -hog raising is the unpleasant opera- 
tion of giving these animals their food. 
They are in the trough, on top of it, and 
always nnder the food when it is turned 
in to them—that is when the ordinary 
trough and spont are used. In the New

St. John of New York, and others. 
Asked whether the bi-metallic conven- 
tion would indorse Bryan's nomina- 
tion, ho said: "As one of the officers of 
the bi-metallic league, I don't think it 
would be proper for me to undertake 
to forecast what it will do. I know, 
however, that Mr. Bryan is a great 
favorite with many men prominent in 
the league." L. K. Taylor of Paducah, 
Ky., member of the populist national 
committee, is here to engage quarters 
for the Kentucky delegation and 300 
visitors for the populist convention, 
which meets on the same d«y as the 
silver convention, July 23. When ques- 
tioned as to Kentucky populists' choice 
for president, he said: "I can't say 
further than they did want Teller and 
hoped that the Chieago convention 
would nominate him. so they could in- 
dorse him."

YELLOW FEVER AND SMALLPOX. 
Report! Sa tha Marina HMpltal Bnreaa 


front Variant Fotnta, 


Washington, July ID.—The Marine 


Hospital bureau is receiving full re- 
ports of the progress of the yellow 
fever, cholera and smallpox epidemics 
in various parts of the world. While 
these show a heavy mortality they are 
not such as to cause fear so far as 
this country is concerned. 
The last 


reports from Cuba show that nnallpex 
is proving more deadly there than yel- 
low fever. The fever is epidemic at 
the seaport towns, where the Spanish 
troops are garrisoned, but the small- 
pox is virulent throughout the interior. 
A recent letter from Dr. Caminore, 
United States sanitary inspector at 
Santiago de Cuba, s»va there are 2,000 
cases in th»t city, which has 16,000 
population. The quarantine laws will 
be strictly enforced. No case of yel- 
low fever has yet been reported in the 
United States, and Key West, Fla., is 
the only place afflicted with smallpox. 
The reports from there show twenty- 
one cases and four death* for the week 
ending July 8.

Boisdeff re and Tour- 
nier when he appeared upon the re- 
view ground.. A will-dressed man, 
apparently about 40 years of age, who 
had been leaning against a tree, took 
deliberate aim and fired twice in quick 
succession with a revolver at the presi- 
dent. The man had not time to fire 
again before the crowd closed in upon 
him and seized him; and but for the 
Intervention of the police he would 
probably have been lynched. The 
name of the would-be assassin is given 
as Francois. It appears that some time 
ago, in order to draw attention to a 
supposed grievance which he harbored, 
he fired a revolver in the hall of the 
chamber of deputies. He 
declares 


that he had no desire to harm Presi- 
dent Faure, and that he fired blank 
cartridges, and that the sole purpose 
of his act waa to secure a hearing of his 
grievances. When it became known in 
the crowd that the president had not 
been hurt the greatest enthusiasm 
was shown. Cheer after cheer was 
sent up, and the peoole could hardly

pardoned by President Kruger, is now 
in this city. In an interview with a 
London newspaper correspondent be 
says that he will not return to Johan- 
nesburg. It is his present intention to 
remain in London for about six weeks, 
a.nd then to visit America with his 
wife. He will return to England and 
settle ia London to take charge of the 
Gold Fields company's business. "I 
shall try," said Mr. Hammond, "to di- 
vert English capital to the United 
States." On being questioned on the 
subject of the Johannesburg raid, he 
said: "I shall not testify at the trial of 
Dr. Jameson unless Jameson should 
make the statement that it was the 
wish of the people of Johannesburg 
that he should come to rescue them. 
W« of the reform committee repeatedly 
told Dr. Jameson not to make the ex- 
periment, as the reform movement did 
not want him. But I must decline to 
discuss the political situation in South 
Africa," he continued. "I desire, how- 
ever, to thank my friends in the 
United States for their kindness during 
the period of my imprisonment. I 
have had letters of sympathy from all 
parts of that country, including many 
from persons who were not personally 
known to me." Mr. Hammond says 
that his health has been fully restored 
by the sea voyage from Cape Town to 
London.
